For  most  high  school  students, 
the  above  definition  is  applied  only 
to  their  academic  activity  in  the 
classroom,  but  for  approximately 
one-third  of  the  students,  it  is  ap¬ 
plied  to  part-time  jobs  held  during 
after  school  hours  and  weekends.
